To see if the town will vote to raise $1,800.00 for street lights, 
and make appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $300.00 for the care of the 
cemetery and resetting memorial tablets and make appropriation 
for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $800.00 for police patrol to 
protect against theft, for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $1,000.00 to assist town poor 
and make appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the support of the 
Town Library and make appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $500.00 for repairs and ex- 
penses of the Town Hall and other town buildings and make ap- 
propriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $300.00 to advertise the scenic 
beauty and accessibility of the Presidential Highway, which in- 
cludes $136.88 for the White Mountains Region Association. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $200.00 for 
public recreational services in sharing with the R.M.C. the ex- 
penses of a caretaker for Crag Camp ($150.00) and repairs and 
maintenance of Grey Knob Cabin ($50.00). 


To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not to exceed 
$1,300.00 for garbage removal (i.e. $75.00 for a suitable place for

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dumping garbage; $50.00 for maintenance of the dump and $1,-

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $150.00 for 
maintenance of town reservations. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $550.00 for 
insurance (i.e. property and liability). 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $35.00 for 
maintenance of the honor roll. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $250.00 for the purpose of surveying and marking the town 
boundary lines. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $300.00 for 
Fire Department. 


To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of money as the 
State suggests to build Class V roads, State to pay $157.70 and the 
town $23.66, and make appropriation for the same, 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed $200.00 for the operation and maintenance 
of its Civil Defense Program. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $100.00 for 
Dutch Elm disease control. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to accept 
on behalf of the Town cash and securities given for the purpose 
of enabling the Town to purchase a parcel or parcels of land, 
being part of the Ravine House property, so-called for use for 
recreational and other public purposes; 


If the vote on No. 21 above be in the affirmative, to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to convert any gifts of 
securities into cash and pay the expenses of such conversion from 
the proceeds thereof; and 


If the vote on No. 21 and No. 22 above be in the affirmative, to 
see if the Town will vote to appropriate the gifts of cash and the 
net proceeds of the gifts of securities to purchase said parcel or 
parcels of land for such purposes and to pay the expenses incur- 
red in such purchase, title to be taken by the Town subject to 
such restrictions and easements as the selectmen are able to 
negotiate. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $700.00 for 
maintenance of a swimming pool and life guard for same. 


To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount on taxes paid 
before August 1 and 1% on taxes paid before October 1, 1962. 


To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to use 
unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 


27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to issue 
necessary temporary notes in anticipation of 1962 taxes.

Selectmen’s Report 


On August 8, 1961 Randolph’s oldest resident, Vyron Dana Lowe, 
passed away. For 58 years he served the Town faithfully as Town 
Treasurer, the State as Game Warden from 1916 to 1933 and through- 
out his life took an active interest in Town and State affairs. Cer- 
tainly his passing signifies the end of an era, To the best of our 
knowledge, Vyron was the last survivor of the old mountain guides. 
It is hard for us to realize that our mountains have not always been 
covered by a network of well marked trails. As a direct result of their 
excellent work, men like Vyron had much to do with creating the 
interest that led to the development of the trail system we now have. 


Besides being a mountain guide he was also one of the best of 
the sporting guides. Many of the bear and deer that the city hunter 
boasted of were the result of Vyron’s excellent woodsmanship. From the 
Canadian border to south of the mountains, from Vermont to north- 
western Maine, few men have known the woods, valleys, streams and 
lakes as well as Vyron. 


The picture of V. D. Lowe in this report was taken by Warren A. 
Bartlett at the Randolph Town Hall on town meeting day, 1960. 


This year’s wrap-around cover was taken by the late Guy L. 
Shorey about 1920 and shows the Ravine House pool and fields as they 
used to be. The area shown in this picture is a part of the land referred 
to in Articles 21, 22 and 23 of this year’s warrant.

Last year’s Town Warrant contained an appropriation of $1,250.00 
as the town’s share with the State in making improvements on the 
Pinkham B road. The picture showing the new school bus also shows 
a section of this road. As is often the case the cost of the project was 
more than the estimates called for. It was necessary for the Town to 
provide $200.00 as its share to complete the surfacing. The benefits of 
this construction have already been noticed in this winter’s snow re- 
moval problems. 


This Year’s Warrant 


There has been renewed interest in the Town Library and resulting 
expenditures caused an overdraft of $102.98. We feel these expenditures 
well justified. Besides painting inside and out, a thorough cleaning was 
accomplished and up-to-date supplies purchased. Article 8 includes a 
$200.00 appropriation for this year. Besides the librarian’s salary and 
the up-keep of the grounds, it is planned to install electricity and some 
new shelving to accommodate recent gifts of books, 


In Article 10 the appropriation has been increased from $150.00 to 
$300.00 for advertising. The extra money is needed for rebuilding and 
replacing our town signs. There are four of these, one at each of the 
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four highway entrances to the town. It is planned to do two this year 
and the remaining two the following year. 


Article 20 asks for an appropriation of $100.00 to assist in the 
control of Dutch Elm disease. At no charge to the Town, foresters of 
the Extension Service will mark the affected trees in those towns that 
have included an appropriation in their warrant. It is then up to the 
Town to apply the treatment which consists of cutting and completely 
burning the affected trees. 


Articles 21 through 23: A considerable gift is being offered to the 
Town by a group of public spirited people. Because of certain technical 
problems involved, the gift is being offered in the form of cash and 
securities for the express purpose of the Town’s purchasing a large 
part of the Ravine House property. The swimming pool will be included, 
but the Ravine House buildings and contents will be excluded. 


The plans are for the Town to acquire this property to be used by 
the Town for recreational and other public purposes. This group plan 
to make other funds available partly from the sale of other parts and 
parcels of the Ravine House property, which will enable the Town to 
develop and maintain the swimming pool and other facilities without 
the use of money derived from taxation, 


Article 22 is necessary since a part of this gift will include securi- 
ties. The selectmen need authorization by the Town to convert these 
securities into cash. In effect, these three articles are necessary to 
enable the selectmen to act as legal agents for the Town in this matter. 


In view of the above, there will be some question raised concerning 
Article 24 which provides $700.00 for a swimming pool. We feel that 
this is necessary considering the possibility that even though the three 
foregoing articles are voted upon favorably there still is a chance that 
the Town may not acquire legal title in time for the coming season. It 
has seemed advisable to hire a lifeguard and therefore we have in- 
creased the appropriation by $350.00. 


Changes in Ownership 


One new summer home was built this year near the Jefferson town 
line by Mr. and Mrs. Valdemar Skov. We welcome them to Randolph. 

Mr. and Mrs. R, L. M. Underhill have purchased the former sum- 
mer home of Irving B. Crosby; Mr. and Mrs. Robert Corrigan pur- 
chased from Roberts Motors the former home of Aubrey Graves and 
now occupy it; Dr. and Mrs. Guyford Stever purchased the summer 
home of Mrs. Ethel Lewis and have been making major improvements; 
Mr. and Mrs. Hershner Cross have purchased the High Acres property 
and are in process of making major changes and improvements there; 
Rev. and Mrs. William Bradley purchased the former summer home of 
Rev. Wm. H,. P. Hatch and occupied it during the past summer; Dr. 
and Mrs. Ernest Cross purchased a cottage and land from Mrs. Rich- 
ardson and Mrs. McConnell. We welcome and congratulate, on behalf 
of the Town, these new home owners.

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Report of the Superintendent 


FOREWORD 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


Several legislative acts were passed during the last session of 
the legislature which should be of interest to the voters of the School 
District. Some of this legislation has implications that might have a 
far reaching effect on education in this state. A brief summary of 
this legislation follows: 


The Interim Commission on Education is in the process of 
making an extensive study of school district organization, per capita 
tax, services of Supervisory Unions, cooperative school district 
incentive aid, school attendance, and other related educational 
areas. This study will probably be a basis for future legislative acts 
in regard to education in the state. As this committee has just 
begun its task your Superintendent would like to encourage all the 
voters to be conscious of developments in this area. From time to 
time press releases will be available on this study. Mrs. Douglas 
Horton from Randolph is serving as a member of this Commission. 


Educational television received an appropriation of $25,000.00 
(for each year of the biennium) for operating expenses. The sum of 
$15,000.00 was made available on a matching basis with the local 
districts for additional operating expenses. In certain areas of the 
curriculum this will enhance learning to a substantial degree. At 
the present time we are facing poor reception but this problem will 
be reduced or eliminated. 


An act encouraging the education of intellectually retarded 
pupils at the local level was enacted. This Act provides that ‘‘School 
districts may establish classes as approved by the state board or 
may pay tuition to such an approved class maintained by another 
school district or by a private organization. The state shall pay to 
a school district a portion of the cost of education of each child in 
an approved class at the rate of 4% the state average cost per pupil 
for elementary schools. School districts maintaining special classes 
approved for the education of these children may charge tuition at 
a rate higher than the limit in RSA 193:34, provided the rate is ap- 
proved by the state board. Appropriation—$50,000 for fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1962 and $75,000 for fiscal year ending June 30, 
1963.’’ Several districts within the state previous to this legislation 
have exercised leadership in this educational area. 


HIGH SCHOOL EVALUATION 


Last spring Gorham High School was evaluated by the New 
England Secondary School Association. As a result of the evaluation 
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Gorham High School is fully accredited for a ten year period. Copies 
of the evaluation are available on a loan basis from the High School 
Principal. Citizens of Randolph are encouraged to borrow the report 
for a limited time. 


BUDGET 


The proposed budget for 1962-63 is $18,520.48, as compared to 
$15,267.29 for 1961-62. This represents an increase of $3,253.19. In 
next year’s transportation item we have added $1,750.00 for the final 
bus payment. By incorporating the remaining bus purchase out of 
the regular budget we will be saving interest charges. Tuition ac- 
counted for the other substantial increase in the budget. Other items 
have remained at about the same level. 


WARRANT 


This year’s warrant contains no special articles. 


TUITION 


Randolph presently has 41 pupils in school. Forty are in Gorham 
while one attends the area school in Berlin. Next year we should 
have 42 pupils attending school. 


The laws governing tuition rates remain unchanged. Compara- 
tive rates for 1961-62 and 1962-63 are listed below:

As indicated above the only rate showing an increase is the high 
school. Most districts are experiencing higher costs in secondary 
education.

It cooperates with private promotional 
groups, local chambers of commerce, and with the state promo- 
tional agencies. It promotes the sale of real estate through the 
mailing of real-estate purchase bulletins to real estate brokers. It 
conducts labor surveys for groups interested in industrial develop- 
ment, maintains an award program for the 4-H Clubs, and promotes 
agriculture within the Region. 


In uninterrupted service since 1938, it has helped establish the 
White Mountains Region as a vacation center as fine as any in the 
world and contributed in many other ways to the economic better- 
ment of all forty-six communities in northern New Hampshire.
